. Asmall piece of salt pork cooked 
with string beans adds to the flavor and 
richness of the dish.

Celery salt added to the dressing for 
potato and uther salads gives an agree- 
able flavor; it is preferred by many 
cooks to celery extract for soups also. 


If dry beans are soaked all night in 
soft water, they will be found to be 
much more tender than ifs soaked in 
hard water; they will require less time 
for boiling, though they should be 
bciled in hard water. 


Banana pie is a delicacy much en- 
joyed by many’ people. Make a rich 
paste, not too thick, slice the bananas, 
and scatter sugar over them; season 
with any favorite flavoring, or with 
oranges cut in small bits. 

There is eminent medical authority 
for the statement that unripe or very 
old potatoes contain a certain quantity 
ofsolanine. This may produce serious 
results if the potatoes are beiled with 
their skins on, and if they are eaten 
in large quantities. 

A dainty dish to be served with 
cake and berries is made by grating a 
fresh cocoanut, beating the whites of 
five eggs to a stiff froth, adding two 
large spoonfuls of sugar and a pint of 
thick, sweet cream, and beating this 
also until it is very light.

I write now in Clark’s store, at Spring- 
ville. Clark’s store, (the church, the 
blacksmithshop, and a few scattering 
houses), is Springville. Thirteen miles 
away on the coast is San Buenaventura. 
Jerusalem lies in the same direction, 
and about six miles in another direction, 
on the cdéast, is Hueneme. There is 
farming done in some portions of this 
valley, as may be seen by the vast quan- 
tities of grain passing along in heavy 
wagons on its way to the ocean at Ven- 
tura and Hueneme, for which latter 
place I shall now start. dg. X.

CHURCH BUILDING- 


Plans for the Projected Congrega- 
tional Edifice. 

An inspection of the plans of the new 
church soon fo be erected by the Con- 
gregational Society on Fort street, be- 
tween Second and Third, shows that it 


will be a gothic structure 80 feet long 
by 70 wide, with a handsome tower 70 
feet high. The main audience room 
will be 55 by 40 feet, exclusive of the 
choir and pulpit.

All the rooms, 
with the exception of the infant class- 
room and library, can be thrown into 
one room and form an -addition to the 
main audience room, making the total 
seating capacity 630. There wil] be a 
commodious kitchen and cellar in the 
basement, with furnaces for cooking and 
heating. The architect is Mr. B. 
D. Price, of Philadelphia, Pa. It 
will be a very handsome building, and 
will doubtless vie with the many other 
church edifices on that street in beauty 
and architecture, if not in size. Bids 
will not be advertised for until there is 
a sufficient guarantee that the comtem- 
plated cost, from $8000 to $10,000, will 
be forthcoming at the time of its com- 
pletion, the society having determined 
upon avoiding any indebtedness in con- 
nection with the undertaking.
